Crowd of 3,000 Sees Tractor Field Day 


More than 3,000 farmers from 


all parts of the Mid-West 
at- 


tended the morning session of 
the Tractor Field Day at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture Thursday. 


Highlight of the morning pro- 


gram was the contest of trac- 
tor fuels, in which three trac- 
tors, all the same make 
and 


model and pulling the

course, competed to see which 
fuel would, provide the 
most 


pounds pull per gallon. 


One tractor was burning a gal- 


lon of gasoline, one a -gallon of 
diesel fuel and one a gallon of 
propane. 
The tractor burning the pro- 


pane fuel stopped first in the 
timed tests. Next came the trac- 
tor burning gasoline, which ran 
about one and one-fourth time* 
as long as the one with propane. 
The diesel burning tractor pro- 
vided the most pounds pull per 
gallon, running one and eight-

Prosperity Strongly Based 


The popular 
belief, approaching the 


status of a superstition, that the nation 
couldn't stay -rich except by virtue of im- 
•m«nse government spending, for defense 
••and similar purposes, has been taking a 
beating. Analysts, news weeklies, the busi- 
ness press, have b*«n chipping away at this 
false premise for many months. This week 
they got powerful confirmation in a re- 
port from the Department of Commerce. 


It shows that on the whole the country 


has continued prosperous, with new highs 
being set throughout the second quarter of 


' 1953 in production, consumption and in- 


vestment. 
Wage 
and 
salary 
incomes 


showed an annual rate of about $15 billion 
above those of the same period last year. 
Except fen sliding farm prices, drought ef- 


. 'fects in some areas, and a moderate decline 


in residential building (it had been abnor- 
mally high) the outlook was increasingly 
reassuring. 


Yet throughout the quarter, and the one 


before it, substantial reductions in govern- 
ment spending for defense and other pur- 
poses had been anticipated. This had been 
a pledge of last year's campaign, and both 
Congress and the administration were mov- 
ing toward it. Uninterrupted improvement 
suggests that there was something wrong 
about 
the 
federal-spending-for-defense 


theory. The key to well-being is still to be 
found in .industry, in the enterprise and 
the increasing demands of a growing popu- 
lation. This fact is being driven home to- 
day, obviously and indisputably.

Chance to Drop Tiger's Tail 


Of all the reasons why Moscow might or 


might not accept the invitation to a four- 
power conference of foreign ministers this 
fall, the latest to be suggested is still in the 
discussion stage at Washington. A Chris- 
tian Science Monitor man picked it up 
there and buried it in the middle of a list 
of pro's and con's. Here is the gist of it, 
advanced as a reason why the Russians 
might be happy to send a man: 


Moscow could conceivably decide to par- 


ticipate because this would offer an oppor- 
tunity1 to end its unprofitable (at long last) 
occupation of East Germany. The Russians 
are by way of having a tiger by the tail, 
and might have to decide 'soon -whether it 
•would be more dangerous to let go than to 
hang on. It isn't only that Moscow has found 
East Germany indigestible, and more so 
every day since the revolt in mid-June. Ber- 
lin is a constant source of worry to the So- 
"-viets, because it is in fact a window in the 
Iron Curtain. Through this window the 
world can see some of the constant harass- 
ment of the conquerors. And what they see 
makes hay of the Kremlin's build-up, of 
the Soviet Union as a workers' paradise. 


To do Russia a favor by taking her off the 


hook in Germany is at first glance a fan- 
tastic proposition indeed. Should it be dis- 
missed as wholly wishful thinking, how- 
ever, there remain other considerations. It 
would be hard for Moscow to refuse to talk 
peace and a German settlement, after posing 
so long and loudly as the champion of a re- 
united Germany and a defender of peace. 
Its presence at the table would make im- 
mensely valuable propaganda. At the low- 
est level it could accept in the hope of be- 
ing able to delay Western action on Euro- 
pean defense, a favorite theme In the Krem- 
lin. 


If Moscow decides to say no, It can still 


make the answer look like yes. By insist- 
ing on a meeting at the chiefs-of-state level, 
for instance, or holding to its demand for 
a September meeting, it could put Washing- 
ton on a spot. We couldn't go into such talks 
before the German elections of Sept. 8 be- 
cause these might change the .picture con- 
siderably. And we are dead set against a top 
level meeting until the Kremlin can show 
some deeds to proye its good faith. The 
final measure of realism in Russia's course 
will be the first clue to how serious her 
internal troubles have proven. 


One Editor's Tribulations

batim a news story in another paper about 
an Ohio professor who had fasted 12 days 
in protest over the execution of "the atom 
spies, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg." The 
Daily Worker next day apologized for print- 
ing this (Clipping from "the capitalist press," 
and hastened to repeat that the Rosenbergs 
were not spies at all, but martyrs. 


Communist writers and editors must have 


a hard .time, indeed, finding or manufac- 
turing things to print which indicate Amer- 
ica has gone to seed, that democracy is a 
complete fizzle, that Mother Russia is a bed 
of roses, that under Communism everybody 
prospers, that treason by Americans is 
martyrdom but treachery in Russia is be- 
loved service to the state. Editing a news- 
paper from the daily flood of factual news 
dispatches is hard enough. . . . Surely edit- 
ing one propaganda known to be fallacious 
must be soul-trying, indeed . . . even for 
a Red.

Air Defense of American Continent 


WASHINGTON — Last week the Presi- 


dent's appointment schedule was quietly re- 
vised to 'conceal a significant fact. By the 
President's order and under his leadership, 
the National Security Council held an all- 
day meeting. 


Since the morrow of Pearl 
Harbor, no single problem has 
ever engaged the continuous, 
combined attention of all the 
heads of the American govern* 
moot throughout a working 
day. Yet the subject of last 
week's unprecedented meeting 
of our highest policy making 
organ was not the Korean 
truce, or the power contest in 
lma>>1 "'«"• 
Moscow, or any other topic of current dis- 
cussion. The subject was the air defense 
of the American continent. 
Despite the very special consideration 


given to the problem, it is not clear that 
any conclusions were reached. Most prob- 
ably, the administration will want the views 
of the new Joint Chiefs of Staff before 
taking its decision about air defense policy. 
But the mere fact of the recent Security 
Council meeting rather clearly implies that 
the administration is increasingly worried 
about the 
increasing air-atomic striking 
power of the Soviet Union. 
This is not a distant danger, if the official 
estimates are not misleading. One of the 
reports that have been presented to the Se- 
curity Council actually credits the Kremlin 
with the power to destroy just under 40 
per cent of the American industrial poten- 
tial, and to cause the death of abcjut 13,000,- 


' 000 Americans. Any such estimate of cur- 
rent Kremlin capabilities is of course highly 
debatable. But the signs are plain, nonethe- 
less, that a major turning point in Amer- 
ican policy is now approaching.

Unpleasant Direction 


The approach has been made by stages, 
several of which have been revealed in 
this space. First there was the report of 
Project Lincoln, the remarkable scientific 
task, force of the Massachusetts Institute

The Kremlin's Stockpile 


It is now forecast, however, that the 
Kremlin will stockpile its 100th atomic bomb 
o£ 80 kiloton power during the current year. 
An 80 kiloton bomb has the explosive force 
of 80 000 tons of TNT, or four times the 
force of the Hiroshima bomb. One hundred 
such bombs is an impressive stockpile. 
In the second place, the Kremlin's ability 
to deliver these bombs to American targets 
is not seriously questioned In any official 
quarter. All American targets 
can be 
reached by the thousand or more TU-4 
bombers of the Soviet Strategic Air Army. 
It is considered that 500 of these planes can 
be sent against the United States in a single 
saturation attack. It is further known that 
the Soviet TU-4 squadrons have been 
equipped and trained for night flying and 
night bombing during the past two years. 
Meanwhile, the strength of the American 


Air Defense Command has not kept pace 
with the growing threat. If an attack were 
delivered 
in broad 
daylight 
and good 
weather, it is thought that our defenders 
might knock down a maximum of 15 per 
cent of the attackers. But if an attack should 
be delivered by night, it is thought that the 
maximum rate of kill would be only one 
tenth of 1 per cent.' 


The. Power lo Hurt 


With what amounts to a zero kill rate, 
an air-atomic saturation attack delivered 
by night should in theory unload the whole 
Soviet atomic stock on the chosen Amer- 
ican targets. Such are the calculations be- 
hind the estimate that the Kremlin can 
now destroy nearly 40 per cent of our in- 
dustry and take a toll of 13 megadeaths 
(which is top secret jargon for the death 
of 13,000,000 people). 
An estimate close to this has already been 
made public by Sen. Stewart Symington, in 
his rather lonely fight for American pre- 
paredness. It can now be disclosed that the 
estimate comes from the authoritative re- 
port of the Kelly Committee. 
Such an estimate cannot be lightly dis- 


regarded, when it comes from a group led 
by Dr. Kelly and including such scientists 
as Prof. Charles Lauritscn, and such in- 
dustrialists as R. E. Wilson, of Standard 
Oil of Indiana. At the same time, it should 
nut give rise lo hysteria, cither. 
For one thing, the Kelly Committee was 
not equipped to "war-game" the problem, 
and careful war-gaming is essential if the 
results of complex air operations arc to be 
accurately judged. 
The British Cabinet recently directed a 
parallel study of the air-atomic threat to 
Britain. For this study, the damage esti- 
mates were carefully war-gamed. The re- 
sult was a forecast that an all-out air- 
atomic attack on the British Isles would 
take a toll of 2,000,000 deaths. The figures 
arc still fearful, but two megadeaths are 
much less than 13 megadeaths. And the 
British Isles are far more exposed than the 
United States. 
Under realistic operating conditions, there- 


fore it seems likely that the Kremlin now 
has the power to hurt this country very 
badly, but not to cripple it. Unforunately, 
however, the Kremlin's 
atomic 
stockpile 


and the strength of the Kremlin's Strategic 
Air Army are both still Rrowing. The power 
to hurt this year can become the power to 
cripple next year and the power to destroy 
the year after That is the real problem that 
the National Security Council has got lo 
solve.

CLYDE, Kan. — Wheat loans 
at $2.26 a bushel, corn priced at 
11.62. Corn Is priced too high for 
feed purposes so the landowners 
are selling off their hogs and 
cattle. First the meat and the 
butter were priced away from 
the mouths of the people and 
now the corn has been priced 
away from the mouths of the 
hogs and tte cattle. The meat 
raisers are now demanding sup- 
ports for meats, what for? This 
right on top of the fact that mil- 
lions of people are forced to cut 
their meat and butter rations-or 
not eat any butter and meat at 
all.The newspapers 
are crying 
about how the land owners are 
losing money. This all bunk. The 
land owners have made big 
money since the 90 per cent 
parity and are quitting the farms 
and moving to the city. Why 
not? Does not the government 
give them the money to pay the 
hired men, so why work? "As 
I am moving to town I am going 
to have a sale at my farm," the 
local papers were full of that 
kind of advertising during the 
last half of the winter. These 
farmers have made big money, 
all in a few years and are taking 
their piles to the city. Nothing is 
being used for farm improve- 
ments. Buildings are depreciat- 
ing, fences are old and fallen 
fences are seen everywhere. I 
have been a farmer and am not 
against some farm supports. I 
was one of the first ones here to 
Join the Farm Bureau. My idea 
of farm supports is the* same 
now as it always was. That is 
that all farm supports should be 
based on the need and no more. 
Support for wheat should not 
have been higher than $1.50 a 
bushel with a ceiling at $2.00 a 
bushel. Corn should have been 
at 75 cents a bushel with a ceil- 
ing at $1.00. The 90 per cent 
parity is based on the rich and 
is a political bonus given to the 
big landowners to make them 
landed lords. I believe that the 
surplus corn, much of it said to 
be spoiling, should be sold to the 
livestock feeders at a low price 
with the understanding that it 
must be fed to lower the cost of 
meats — no meat supports, ceil- 
ings instead. The 72 or more 
million pounds of butter should 
be let to the food stores to sell 
for 35 to 50 cents a pound re- 
tail. It would disappear like a 
puff. In a country like the 
United States all foods should be 
priced so that all people could 
eat, not just the rich.

THEN TIIEEE WAS THE CASE of an- 
other young American whose automobile 
was rammed from behind by a Russian car. 
He got out and there was a large argument 
and when the Russian started to drive off, 
the American smashed in one of his sido 
windows.

No Gypsies at 
parties. Very few Russians at parties. Then 
no Russians at all at parties.

TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS were clamped 
on all foreigners.

They didn't appear to be 
new ones, but they were ringed up with 
wires.

GENEVA — A 32-acre plot of 
land two miles north of Geneva 
on U.S. Highway 81 will soon be 
the scene of one of central Ne-

About one- 
fourth of the corn is rolled up 
and burned badly now. 
The county agent says that 
some farmers already have sold 
their livestock -because of lack of 
feed. Others have sold all but 
their foundation herd, he adds. 
The most serious problems 


among livestock men are with 
those having large areas of pas- 
tures and much stock, Barnell 
explains. 
Many pastures 
are 
dried up and some cane is badly 
burned. 
Barnell points out that rains 
in the county this year have 
been extremely scattered, leav- 
ing some areas without moisture 
throughout the season.

Tractor Pull Hiked 10 Pet. By Tutte-up 


More than 100 implement deal- 


ers, attending the tractor testing 
short course at the College of 
Agriculture, were told that trac- 
tor horsepower could be in- 
creased an average of 10 per cent 
by a complete motor tune-up. 


Herbert desman of Papillion 
explained his method of tuning 
tractor motors. He built a power 
absorption unit by using a auto- 
motive type engine. The exhaust 
valves were closed to cause it 
to act as a compressor rather 
than a gasoline engine. This ab- 
sorption is measured in horse- 
power. 


THE TRACTOK being tuned 


is attached by a 
belt to 
the 
power absorption unit which In- 
dicates the 
actual 
horsepower 
exerted by the tractor during the 
tuning-up process. The tractor in 
this way is tuned "under load" 
which represents actual 
field 


conditions. 
The horsepower of a three- 


plow tractor has been increased 
as much as 20 per cent after bo- 
ing tuned iA this manner, Gles- 
man says. 


J. W. SCIHEl'.DS, unKinrur of 


the United States Rubbci Co. 
told the group that the perform- 


ance of rear tractor tires depend* 
on five things: engine hors*« 
power, 
operating speed; 
soir- 


characteristics; tire load and; 1. 
flatlon pressure. He explained 
that tires always slip when pull' 
ing. 
The 
maximum slippage 


varies with the type of soil. The 
maximum slippage is 5 per cent,, 
for paved road, 10 per cent for. 
clay soil, 15 per cent for loam,;' 
soil, and 20 per cent for sand. .
